Burr entered as a student. 

He was s precocious boy, endowed by 
nature with gilts that enchanted —man- 
hood and beauty. He was alike the idol 
of both men and women. Dis quick, 1 
bright, penetrating ami profound mind 
gave li i in a superior percepti venf'ss to 
that of his fellow students and afforded 
him much time for recreation, and while 
hia class-mates were bowed over dull 
text Ixwika he engaged lug leisure mo j 
menta iu strolls over the ti Ids and mead- j 
ows around Princeton. 

Tradition says that in one of his ram- 
bles he met a young girl in his pathway 1 
far more beautiful and engaging than is 
often sei* n by men. Though the daugh- 
ter of a farmer near Princeton, she wss 
one of nature's roses, and with her 
blooming beauties which were almost 
numberless, she at once captivated young 
Burr, so far as one of hia heartless na- 
ture could lie captivated. Hi- symmetric 
form, his meek face, his engaging eye, 
his mellow voice, hie courtly ami suave 
hearing all united in a determined ctJurt 
to win the favor of this queenly beauty, 
for though a country lass site wss already 
known as the “IJueen of Deuru."

Six lively shocp tickit will make tlio 
existence of a lamb miserable, iuhI a 
dozen will ruin all hope of profit in 
lamb footling, however gotrarow the ra- 
tion. From careful observation 1 am 
Rare that sheep ticks annually cause 
more lo«fi to American flock owners than 
all other sheep parasites combined. As 
soon as the flock Is t-born the ticks go 
from sheep to lamb.-., and thereafter the 
poor things havo to fight for existence. 

I was once offered a bunch of lambs 
very cheaply which the owner said were 
all “rundown.” A enreful examination 
sntisflod me that their inly trouble was 
“ticks.” This was late in the fall, and 
after bnying them I had them at once 
shorn. < )u ono lamb were found or dr 
1,000 ticks. After their tb-ccps were off 
the lambs averaged less than 2H pounds 
taoh. 1 treated them for ticks, fed 
through till spring ami sold them with 
an average weight of 82 pounds, mak- 
ing more dear profit jwr head on them 
than upon any sheep or laml>s fed before 
or “inca 

We may tell flock owners to dip in 
this, that or the other pn paratiou, many 
or all of which are sure death to ticks, 
but the average American shepherd will 
not do it Ho has not the conveniences, 
and it takes too long, nnd he regards it 
as altogether too much trouble for the 
niau with from 215 to 200 sheep. 

1 have tried a score or more of reme- 
dies, but after all have only recently ox- 
peri n^nted with the kerosene emulsion. 
Its virtues are that it is cheap, easily ap- 
plied, jierfectly harmless uml a dead 
shot to ticks. To make the kerosene 
emulsion put into any convenient recep- 
tacle soft water and soap in the propor- 
tions of a gallon of wafer to half a gal- 
lon of soft soap or half a pound of any 
good hard soap shaved up into slices. 
Stir well, and when the soap is dis- 
solved and tho whole boils add 2 gallons 
of common kerosene. Immediately stir 
or agitato violently tho mass until it 
mixus and looks n good ileal liko cream. 
It takes about five minutes of lively 
work to do it well. When thoroughly 
emulsified, add as much soft hot water 
as there is in emulsion and thoroughly 
stir tho whole together. It may now bo 
kept any length of time ready for im- 
mediate use and will readily mix with 
any quantity of cold water, soft or hard, 
although rain or other soft water is 
much the best. The emulsion mixes 
much more readily and with half tho 
lab >r and remains more permanent whoa 
soft water is used. With hard water add 
more soap or a little washing soda. 

To apply to the flock take one gallon 
of the emulsion thoroughly stirred for 
each 10 sheep and add to it four gallons 
of soft water. If warmed, it is better. 
Crowd tho sheep. Into sonio corner or ]>eu 
sous to bring them into a compact l>ody, 
and having well mixed tho emulsion 
with an ordinary force pump or tin 
sprinkler spray or sprinkle the flock 
until thoroughly wet. In order to reach 
every part of i very sheep the flock should 
be occasionally stimsl around or made 
to change places, e xposing all parts to 
the action of the emulsion. Tlu-re need 
be no fear of using it too freely, as no 
harm will accrue to sheep or wool if 
twice tho quantity or twice the strength 
be used. Nor will it injure their eyes if 
it happen to get into them or harm the 
sheep if swallowed — in fact, it is an ex- 
cellent vermifuge. 

As will l>e seen, each gallon contains 
but two-sevenths of agallon of kerosene, 
and ns this treats 10 or more sheep its 
cost is merely nominal, as in few places 
does kerosene in quantities cost ns much 
as 10 cents per gallon. It is equally de- 
structive tollce on horses, cattle or hogs, 
and us*-d nt double the above strength is 
valuable to spray tho henhouse. If 
sprayed or sprinkled over the hens at 
night while ou the roosts about once a 
month, there will never be a louse ou 
the hens or in tho house. With this 
remedy so cheap, so readily obtained 
and so easily applied the flock owner 
who lets his sheep or lamlis be eaten up 
alive with ticks and thus neglects to 
provide for his own is worse than a 
heathen. — O. S. Woodward in Amer- 
ican Agriculturist.

slowly turned his head to see who 
called to him so loudly, then made one 
gruud jump to get out of the way.

The 
good-hearted Innkeeper besought me 
to stroll up and down the street, in 
order to pacify the curious crowd. 
For an hour I was surrounded by Chi- 
nese, all feeling my clothes and gaping 
at me. They would not leave, anil 
when I entered the inn all followed. 
The landlord handed me a stick, and im- 
plored me to whip them out, as if I 
were some modern Hercules. So 
afraid are these people of the foreign- 
ers thnt they ran when I but raised 
the stick. The door was barred, but 
the crowd pushed in the frail brick 
wall. The lundloni fairly screamed 
with anger, and a fight seemed inevi- 
table; but it only ended in hot words. 

I almost regetted that I was not camp- 
ing out, instead of being tho cause of 
so much trouble. 

“When 1 rolled myself up in my 
blanket and a quilt the crowd at last 
left the inn. Then the kind old inn- 
keeper brought rice, fish and tea until 
midnight. Now and then he sorrow- 
fully pointed to the collapsed brick 
wall. In the morning I paid him five 
hundred cash pieces (about thirtv-five 
cents) for accommodations und his 
loss. lie was overjoyed at receiving 
these pieces. While dressing one 
morning at Tongdieu 1 heard the hang! 
hang! of pistol shots. At the rear of 
the inn was a crowd of seared China- 
men surrounding my bicycle. One of 
them had pulled out the revolver from 
the luggage which I hud forgotten to 
remove before retiring anil pulled the 
trigger, .luckily without damage. !t 
might have fared hard with mo had he 
accidentally shot a bystander."
